Seldom a week goes by that we 
don’t 
hear 
some 
citizen 
comp lain 
about the Missouri statute which p ro­ 
tects a juvenile law breaker from 
having his name released for p ublica­ 
tion by the authorities. 
Monday a business man got really 
steamed up about this and cited the 
following incident. 
Four boys were 
standing on a corner discussing how 
they could engage in a joint enter­ 
p rise of vandalism. 
One 
youngster 
rem arked in words to this effect: 
“You three fellows 
go 
ahead, 
but 
count me out. 
If they catch me, I’m 
in trouble, because I’m not a juvenile, 
^'ou three are juveniles and can get 
off easy.” 
A juvenile is one who is under and 
not over 17 years of age. 
.And don’t think the juveniles are 
un auare of the age breaking p oint 
and challenge the enforcement offi- 
cials and others often with snide brag­ 
gadocio. 


The juvenile rode which shields 
youthful offenders of the 
law 
from 
p ublicity has had a trial run of ten 


years in which all sorts of ridiculous 
situations have arisen in ap p lication 
of the law. 


One, sp ecifically, occurred on a 
Saturday night in 
Stoddard 
County. 
Seven young p ersons 
were 
injured 
during a hayride when their feet and 
legs ap p arently were struck by a p as­ 
sing car. 
Youngsters ranged in age 
from 12 to Ifi years and law enforce­ 
ment officers 
exp lained 
that they 
could not give their 
names 
to 
the 
newsp ap ers by reason of a court edict. 
These juveniles were not involved 
in any law violation. 
Rut the incident 
goes to indicate how the secrecy code 
can be distorted in its ap p lication if 
someone doesn’t make an issue of it. 
Too often the attitude is to follow 
a line of least resistance and let the 
m atter drop just as some store p ro­ 
p rietors do when they 
nab 
young 
shop lifters at the door. 
They recover 
stolen merchandise and turn the un­ 
discip lined juveniles loose to engage 
in other thieving forays and to brag 
about their invulneiability.

sions: (1) No single warning de­ 
vice tested is adequate for use 
alone on a slow-moving vehicle 
(2) The SMV emblem and an 
orange - red or orange - red and 
white traffic flag in dav light 
are effective in alerting motor­ 
ists to slow-moving vehicles. 
(3) The SMV emblem and a 
flashing or rotating red light 
are effective in alerting motoi- 
ists to slow-moving vehicles. 
Actually, the research done In ^ 
Iowa sliows that the flag mount- i 
ed above the slow-moving ve- i 
hide was seen first most often 
during the daylight hours. The 
SMC emblem was seen first dur­ 
ing late afternoon and early 
dusk hours, and a flashing or 
rotating red light was seen first 
after dark.
